A PROBE has been launched into 
the use of a council’s voicemail sys¬ 
tem - after staff were discovered 
diverting important phone calls 
while sitting at their desks. 

Customers are said to be angry their queries 
are not getting answered at Swale council, 
where some officers appear to be phone shy. 

The problem came to a head after customer 
service advisors at the Sittingboume-based 
authority whinged that complaints were going 
unresolved as officers too often pulled the plug 
on incoming calls. 

Some departments were even found to be 
constantly on voicemail. 

An internal report due to be discussed at full 
council last night said the council’s manage¬ 
ment team should “introduce either a policy or 
some golden rules on the use of voicemail to 
stop officers from diverting their phones to 
voicemail while at their desks”. 

It also warned that any voicemail the public 
could hear should not be days - or even weeks 
- out of date and waiting times were also 
brought up when some customers hung up 
because phones were unanswered. 

The report said: “Panel members were 
informed that a considerable amount of time 
was wasted in tracking down officers and 
departments that are constantly on voicemail 
or did not leave an up-to-date message stating 
the date and time the voicemail was activated,

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CARBON FRIENDLY: New eco-friendly swimming pool cover will save thousands of pounds 

Swimming pool 
goes undercover 
to cut emissions

A NEW state-of-the-art 
cover at Faversham Pool 
will save the thousands of 
pounds while helping to 
stop global warming. 

The cover, which is now in place, 
will stop heat escaping as the out¬ 
doors pool is warmed. 

It is estimated the energy saved by 
the cover will equate to a reduction in 
carbon dioxide emissions of 50 tonnes 
a year. 

The cover will be used in the 
evenings throughout the summer 
months as part of Swale council’s 
Carbon Management Plan, which 
was published last month. 

The plan identifies projects that 
will help to cut carbon emissions in a 
bid to make the borough more envi¬ 
ronmentally friendly. 

The Faversham Pool project is the 
first stage of the plan to be completed 
and has cost £5,300 but by the end of 
the summer it is estimated it will 
have made a saving of £9,000. 

Earlier this year, the council also 


took part in the World Wildlife Fund’s 
‘Earth Hour’ to highlight the issues of 
climate change and emphasise the 
need to reduce carbon emissions and 
reduce carbon footprint. 

Janet Hill, Swale climate change 
officer, said: “The outside pool cover at 
Faversham Pool is just the beginning 
of plans to reduce carbon emissions in 
the borough. 

“There are several projects that 
Swale council is keen to work on over 
the next four years which will help 
bring down our carbon emissions in 
line with government targets. 

“Faversham Pool’s outside cover 
will pay for itself after a very short 
time and start reducing carbon emis¬ 
sions straight away.” 

Roger Lake, Faversham Pool’s 
manager, said: ‘We are excited to 
be the subject of the first completed 
project of Swale council’s carbon 
management plan. 

“The outside cover will help us to 
reduce our carbon emissions and 
become more eco-friendly. 

‘We are always keen to explore 
ideas to help the environment and we 
can’t wait to see the results of how 
much energy we’ve saved at the end 
of the year.”

DEMONSTRATORS at a roadside 
protest handed over a petition 
demanding action over speeding 
traffic on the A2. 

Twenty people met with MP Hugh Robertson 
on Friday to ask for improvements on a stretch 
of the busy road between Love Lane and The 
Mall, Faversham. 

Protest organiser, Angela Martin, has lived in 
a house on the main road for nine years and 
said that many cars did well over 40mph in the 
30mph zone. 

She said: “The people living here have 
nowhere to park but on the road, and five of us 
had our cars written off in three accidents over 
seven weeks between the start of December 
and January. 

“It changed to 30mph from 40mph about a 
year ago, and obviously we are very happy with 
that, but a lot of drivers don’t realise the speed 
limit has been lowered and continue to drive as 
they did before. 

“The signage is also very poor -1 think there’s 
one 30mph sign on this bit which you could eas¬ 
ily miss.” 

Mrs Martin’s neighbours, Paul and Michelle 
Wells, fear for their daughter Adelaide, three. 

“It is a worry,” Mr Wells, 28, said. 

“There are a lot of families with young chil¬ 
dren round here and it almost makes us scared 
to leave our own front door.” 


Over the road a house was even partly demol¬ 
ished when it was hit by traffic several years ago. 

Caroline Miller lives next to the property 
with her partner Richard Bates and daughters 
Niamh, two, and six-month-old Sofie. 

Miss Miller said: “The lorries go past really, 
really fast, especially at night and a very 
close neighbour had their house damaged by a 
lorry, so we worry all the time that it may hap¬ 
pen again. 

“I ha now got to the point where I am actual¬ 
ly frightened to cross the road, especially with 
the kids, it’s just terrifying.” 

Mr Robertson, Conservative MP for Faversham 


and Mid Kent, said the case was unusual. 

“I do think this road is a problem,” he said. 

“It’s something of an unusual case as normal¬ 
ly the difficulty for residents is getting the 
speed limit imposed. 

“In this case they have the speed limit, it’s 
just that it’s not being enforced and that’s obvi¬ 
ously causing crashes. 

“If people are having their cars written 
off then sooner rather than later there is going 
to be a fatality and that’s why something must 
be done.” 

He will now hand the 411-signature petition 
to the Ministry of Transport. 


Untaxed vehicles 
set to be 'cubed' 

A CRACKDOWN on motoring offences 
called Operation Cubit has recently been 
taking place across Swale. 

In the latest blitz, which sees Swale 
council working with Kent Police and 
Kent County Council, 38 vehicles were 
caught on the road without road tax. Of 
these, ten were caught in Faversham. 

Nine offenders across the borough paid 
£260 on-the-spot penalties and 29 cars 
were seized and taken away to be 
crushed, cubed or resold. 

Operation Cubit is a joint initiative that 
aims to quickly respond to the problem of 
untaxed, uninsured or abandoned vehicles, 
which can become a target for vandals. 

Vehicles can be clamped, confiscated or 
removed and unless registered owners 
are able to pay the tax owing and pro¬ 
vide valid MOT and insurance the vehi¬ 
cle will be crushed - or even cubed. 

Alister Andrews, Swale council’s envi¬ 
ronmental response manager, said: “We 
are pleased with these results. We hope 
these operations will deter other people 
from trying to bypass the law. 

“Abandoned cars cause a safety hazard 
and spoil areas. Operations like these go 
a long way towards our objectives of cre¬ 
ating a cleaner and a safer Swale.” 

Clean-up team to 
sweep up creek 

A SPRING cleaning team is due to work 
on improving the landscape around 
Faversham Creek later this month. 

Arrangements have been made with 
Swale council to remove any debris col¬ 
lected.

and when they would return to 
their desk. 

“The panel was also advised that 
when messages are left on voice- 
mail and not followed up, a consid¬ 
erable amount of time is taken up 
when the resident gets back to the 
customer service centre and they 
are unaware of the problem or any 
solution which may or may not be 
ongoing. 

“Some residents were aborting 
phone calls due to waiting times.” 

Council scrutiny officers took 
statements from several disgrun¬ 
tled customers at the end of last 
year and vowed to do something.

ally abusive childhood spent in 
care. 

Before coming to Whitstable-based agency 
Kasper Fostering, Tom, now 28, describes a life 
characterised by inconsistency and constant 
change as he and his brother moved from one 
foster family to the next, with little chance to 
settle, learn or build lasting friendships. 

After his parent’s relationship broke down, 
six-year-old Tom was told to make a decision. 

“My dad said to me ‘you’ve got a choice - you 
can stay with me, and not see your mum, or 
you can go into care.’ 

“Not seeing my mum wasn’t an option, so I 
chose to go into care. Me and my brother had 
already been in temporary care, and that had¬ 
n’t always been good, but there was no choice 
as far as I was concerned.” 

From there the Fahy brothers were swal¬ 
lowed up by a fostering system which was very 
different from that of today. 

Tom said: “We were sent to foster parents in 
Aylesbury. They used to knock us about. No 
reason really, just silly things. They just 
weren’t very nice people. 


“One day my brother didn’t want to eat his 
toast because she’d put too much Marmite on 
it, and she just smacked it into his face. 

“It got really bad. They moved us on after I 
managed to sneak a note to my mum during a 
visit, telling her what was going on.” 

Apart from a nine-month spell in a children’s 
home, Tom and his brother were moved rough¬ 
ly every six months. The constant upheaval 
took its toll. 

Tom said: “There was no consistency in any¬ 
thing. That was the main thing. I didn’t realise 
it at the time; you just get on with it because 
you have to, try to make the best of each situ¬ 
ation. I’ve always been a positive person. 

“But it has affected me... if you have a stable 
background, you can get on with things like 
education. If you have a very inconsistent life, 
it makes you inconsistent.” 

But when he was 14 things changed. Tom 
and his brother were sent to Kasper, and final¬ 
ly things began to change for the better. 

Tom said: “They helped me turn my life 
around. For Kasper fostering, it wasn’t just a 
job.

“Some of the other families and agencies 
weren’t that bad, but you always knew there 
was a difference between you and their other 
kids. They would do things with them they 
wouldn’t do with us.” 

The agency’s founder, Mac Omsby, became 
Tom’s key worker, helping him get on to a car¬ 
pentry course at Thanet College, and become 
increasingly independent. 

Tom said: “He helped set me up really, sort¬ 
ed me out a flat right next to the college and 
furnished it with everything I needed. 

“He’d visit me twice a week to make sure I 
was ok.” 

Tom completed his course, and now works as 
a successful carpenter. 

It was through one of his customers that 
Tom got involved in the charity work which 
means so much to him. 

“I was doing some work for this bloke in 
Thanet and he asked me to go with him to 
Vietnam to help with his charity, Jim 
International. 

“I thought that after Kasper had done so 
much for me, I should give something back. 
There are these kids over there who live in an 
absolute dump. 

“We built a playground last time, and now 
we’ve done that we can get more funding and 
start building a school. 

“I feel like my life has gone full circle.”

Why eating out 
could affect 
your hearing 


RESTAURANTS could increase 
customer numbers - and profits - 
by softening their image, accord¬ 
ing to a hearing expert. 

The stark, contemporary look of many 
establishments may be trendy, but it makes 
holding a conversation difficult, especially for 
the increasing number of people suffering 
from hearing problems says Dr Mark 
Scutchings, director of Hearbase, Canterbury. 

He said: “Most of the problems with higher 
noise levels come from reflected sound. The 
modem trend is for hard lines and surfaces, 
which reflect sound. 

“Restaurants that look like your granny’s 
living room are not likely to do very well at 
the moment, though they are much better in 
terms of being able to hold a conversation.” 

Dr Scutchings has been testing noise levels 
in restaurants all over the city, with the loud¬ 
est - Wagamama - hitting an average of 85 
decibels, the level at which the Health and 
Safety Executive says damage can occur to 
the hearing of people regularly exposed to it. 

He said that by increasing the amount of 
fabric decor such as curtains, tablecloths and 
carpets, more sound would be absorbed, 
reducing the amount of overall noise. 

Such a move may even have economic ben¬ 
efits, as many people with hearing problems 
do not go out to eat or socialise because they 
find it to difficult to follow conversation. 

Dr Scutchings said: “It’s very isolating. If 
you ask someone who has full use of their 
sight and hearing which they would rather 
lose, most people will say hearing. If you ask 
someone with hearing and sight difficulties, 
the answer is often the opposite. 

“There are 60 million people in Britain, and 
seven per cent have some kind of hearing 
problem - many of whom will not go out to 
restaurants or pubs because they can’t hear. 

“Maybe restaurants don’t care, but that is a 
lot of potential customers.” 

Dr Scutchings’ company, Hearbase, based 
at the Chaucer Hospital in Canterbury, does 
a wide range of audiology related work from 
testing noise levels in workplaces to assess¬ 
ing patients. 

He is concerned by the number of people

who are unaware that many normal activi¬ 
ties, such as listening to an mp3 player, 
watching a band or going clubbing may be 
damaging their hearing. 

He said: “We are not trying to scare people, 
but they should at least be informed about 
the potential risks. Then if they want to turn 
their ipod up to 130 decibels it’s up to them.” 


FACTFILE 

Some people are genetically susceptible than 
others to hearing loss, but there is no way to tell. 

Noise levels of 140 decibels can cause imme¬ 
diate and permanent hearing loss. 

Warning signs of damaged hearing include: 
Difficulty following conversations in public 
places.Tinnitus - ringing or buzzing in your ears 
after a night out. Temporary reduction in hearing

Have your say on 
alcohol control 
zones at meeting 

PEOPLE will be asked for their views on plans 
to introduce alcohol control zones in 
Sheemess, Leysdown and Faversham. 

Following on from a similar scheme in 
Sittingboume, Swale council hopes to bring 
the idea to other problem areas, as exclusively 
revealed by Yourswale three weeks ago. 

The zones will mean anyone drinking in the 
street could be arrested or slapped with a £50 
fine if they refuse to surrender booze to an offi¬ 
cer - and they can only be introduced in areas 
with proven alcohol-related disorder problems. 

Deter yobs 

Council community safety officer, Charlotte 
Hudson, said it wouldn’t make public drinking 
illegal, but would help deter yobs. 

“Having seen the success that we have had 
with this idea in Sittingboume, it is right 
that we should think about extending it now,” 
she said. 

“It is so important that all visitors, residents 
and businesses are able to enjoy the benefits 
of a vibrant town centre without having to 
endure the disorder or behaviour of people 
who have consumed too much alcohol. 

“We believe that extending the scheme will 
spread its success.”

May 28.

'Lusty'salute to Navy pioneers 


THE flagship of the Royal Navy 
HMS Illustrious, steamed majesti¬ 
cally around the coast of Kent on 
its way to a royal reception. 

Setting out from Portsmouth, the 22,000- 
tonne aircraft carrier headed out into the 
English Channel and rounded Dungeness 
before sailing past Dover, around Thanet, past 
the Isle of Sheppey and under the bridge at 
Dartford before mooring off Greenwich. 

The cruise formed part of the celebrations 
marking 100 years of naval aviation - the 
service acquired its first airship in 1909. 

Guest of honour on board for a special dinner 
was Prince Andrew, the Duke of York, who was 
joined by defence secretary John Hutton. 

During the voyage the Navy’s head of avia¬ 
tion, Rear Admiral 
Simon Charlier, 

arrived on board at 
the controls of a 
Merlin helicopter. 

“I love flying,” he 
said. “And when you 
are an admiral, it’s 
easy to get the con¬ 
trols.” 

The officer, who 
attended Dover 
College where he cap¬ 
tained the sailing 
team, said: “This cen¬ 
tenary is a big celebra¬ 
tion. After two world 
wars and other con¬ 
flicts, we are looking to 
the future and I know our proud traditions 
will be maintained.” 

HMS Illustrious is the nation’s strike carri¬ 
er, with Harrier jets and helicopters flying 
from its deck. 

The ship is responsible for home defence and 
protecting air power abroad, having recently 
been deployed off both Iraq and Afghanistan. 

She is also a major factor in the UK’s 
response to international disasters, assisting 
humanitarian operations in Mozambique and 
evacuating civilians from danger zones.

The ship - known 
affectionately as ‘Lust/ 
by her crew - came into 
service in 1982 and is 
due to be retired in the 
next decade and 
replaced by two ‘super 
carriers’, the 63,000- 
tonne Queen Elizabeth 
II and Prince of Wales. 

“A lot of people don’t 
really know what ships 
do,” said Sub- 
Lieutenant Matthew Winwood, from 
Gillingham, who is training to be a mine clear¬ 
ance diver. 

“After all, they are usually out at sea. This is 
a chance for people to get a good look at us as 
we sail past the coast.” 

The captain of Illustrious is Ben Key, whose 
grandfather fought at the Battle of Jutland in 
the Great War. Capt Key, whose grandmother 
is from Canterbury, explained his role. 

“I have the best job in the Royal Navy,” he 
said. “My task is to take whatever I am asked 


to do by the Commander-in-Chief and achieve 
it. I have to ensure all the potential, talent and 
energy among my crew is pointing in the same 
direction to achieve the goal we aim for.” 

Before embarking on her voyage, Illustrious 


was moored next to the Navy’s newest war¬ 
ship, the Type 45 destroyer HMS Daring, the 
most advanced combat vessel in the world. 

She then sailed south past the Isle of Wight 
where a Harrier jet 
piloted by Lt Paul 
Francis touched down 
on deck. 

Sea King, Merlin 
and Lynx helicopters 
followed and were all 
on parade as the ship 
sailed through the 
Thames Barrier - 
with just a few feet of 
clearance each side - 
and arrived in London 
last Wednesday. For 
trainee officer Dan 
Howes, from Lydden, 
it was quite an experience. 

“It is really my first time at sea,” he said. 

“But I know what I want to do - fly Harriers. 
It must be an incredible buzz.” 

His friend and fellow trainee Dominic 
Savage, from Whitstable, said: “My father was 
in the Navy, as was my grandfather who 
fought in World War Two. I wanted to follow in 
their footsteps - and I’m glad I did.”

Sally's cool idea which 
makes summer special 


ICE cream has evolved consider¬ 
ably in recent years. 

The likes of Haagen-Dazs and Ben & 
Jerry’s have taken the humble dish and ele¬ 
vated it to a whole new level of quality and 
accessibility. 

Yet, as with so many things, just once in a 
while the mass-produced products find 
themselves eclipsed by something a little 
more, well, home 
grown. 

And it is from 
Kent that one par¬ 
ticular product has 
grown a reputation 
which seems to 
make it destined for 
national appeal. 

As such, it fits 
perfectly our 2009 
campaign encour¬ 
aging our readers 
to support local 
growers, suppliers 
and producers, 
spearheaded by our 
www.foodforkent.co.uk website. 

Simply Ice Cream grew off the back of a 
successful catering business, an aspect of 
the overall package that proved such a hit 
with customers that they inundated caterer 
Sally Newall with demands for more. 

Her home made recipe was proving a taste 
sensation and it quickly became apparent it 
was worth pushing as a business in itself. 

The businesswoman started selling the ice 
cream through her local farmshop at 
Sellindge, near Ashford, in 2005. It started

an incredible chain reaction. Six months 
later five more shops starting selling it; then 
15 in 2007; and now it’s stocked in 65 loca¬ 
tions in and around Kent, landing a host of 
awards, and, more recently, securing a dis¬ 
tribution deal to be stocked in Kent outlets 


of the upmarket supermarket chain 
Waitrose. Just to enhance its proposition 
further, celebrity TV chef James Martin 
used the honeycomb variety on his BBC 
show Saturday Kitchen - and declared it 
the “best bought ice cream available”. 

What’s more, it uses as many locally pro¬ 
duced flavours and fruits as possible. 

Mrs Newall said: “We make it by hand. 
Traditionally, ice cream is made by 
skimmed milk powders and water and they 
can pump quite a lot of air in. So we’ve tried 
to make it like it used to be made. 

“We use double cream, milk and sugar and 
fresh fruit. They are as natural as possible. 
The fruit is all from Kent when we can get 
it, - so last year we did strawberry, cherry, 
blackcurrant - and we try to source things 
as locally as possible. 

“If we make it ourselves we know what 
goes into it. There are no additives or preser¬ 
vatives, which is at the heart of our ethos. 
We try to avoid that where possible.” 

Mrs Newall was brought up in Kent and 
apart from a five-year stay in Australia, has 
lived in the same area of the county. The 
Simply Ice Cream business in based in the 
village of Bonnington, near Ashford. 

“I am surprised at how it has taken off,” 
Mrs Newall said. “With all small business¬ 
es there are peaks and troughs and our 
business plan has always been to double our 
turnover year on year, which we have man¬ 
aged, but there are still some moments 
where I wonder what am I doing.” 

After clinching the Waitrose deal, talks are 
now under way aimed at taking the product 
across the UK, spearheaded by its hugely 
popular Honeycomb Crunch variety.

“ONE of the best anti-poverty, 
anti-deprivation, anti-crime, anti¬ 
vandalism policies you can think 
of’. 

That was the view of Prime Minister 
Gordon Brown, speaking during the launch 
the Year of Reading at 10 Downing Street.

The spokesman added: “Fulston Manor is a 
great advocate of reading and the library has 
been given great support by senior manage¬ 
ment for its encouragement of the reading 
habit. 

“We have built up a library which is open 
throughout the day from 8.15am to 4.15pm, 
is welcoming and well-stocked, and is used 
by students and teachers for many purposes.

The Sittingbourne 
Retired Greyhound 
Trust worker speaks 
about the charity's 
work with ex-racing 
dogs and how 
greyhounds make 
great family pets 


What is the Sittingbourne Retired Greyhound Trust? 

The trust was set up three years ago by the Sittingbourne 
Greyhound Track to re-home some of the dogs who have 
raced there. We accommodate about 20 dogs at a time 
and as soon as we find a family for one, another comes in. 

Racing greyhounds' careers don't really start until they 
are about 15 months and by the time they are around four 
they have usually picked up an injury, so their careers are 
very short, even though they live until they are about 15. 

What does the trust do for the dogs? 

The owners are charged £150 for every greyhound that 
comes in and then we neuter and vaccinate them, and buy 
them new collars as well as providing them with any vet¬ 
erinary treatment they need. 

Some get homes fairly quickly, but others take longer 
and caring for a dog in our kennels can be guite expensive. 
When people collect them we ask for a donation of 
around £75 to £100, we rely on donations to keep going. 

If someone thinks they want to re-home a retired 
greyhound what should they do? 

Make an appointment to come and see the dogs. If there 
is one you fall in love with well try and match you, other¬ 
wise we look at what the family have to offer and 
whether the dog will fit. As long as the new owners have 
a secure garden there aren't many other rules. Just visit 
our website to find out more.

IF there’s a better reason to leave

Three’s lamentable show Snog Many

Presented by Jenny Frost, formerly 
of Atomic Kitten, and a computer 
called POD, this is the kind of 
nonsense that makes you wonder why 
we pay our TV licence. 

Each time we’re faced with a 
selection of misfits who dress in an 
extreme, or inappropriate, manner.

Welcome to a twitcher's paradise

OFF the north-east tip of Scotland, 
Shetland raises hairs on the neck of 
any seasoned birdwatcher. 

These barren spits of land are hemmed in by 
the raging North Sea and left almost treeless 
by harsh Arctic winds. But during spring and 
autumn, birds rarely seen in mainland Britain 
can turn up on Shetland. 

Made up from some 100 islands, the Shetland 
archipelago stretches 70 miles towards the 
Arctic. It is quicker to fly from London to Milan 
than to Sumburgh, the islands’ tiny airport. 

The Scandinavian influence is profound, from 
the residents’ sing-song accents to the local 


place names. Yell, Unst, Gutcher, Skaw and 
Noss sound more like the mating noises of 
amorous Vikings than islands or towns. 

The capital, Lerwick, serves the vital fish and 
oil industries that dominate Shetland life. 

In Lerwick’s harbour we spied one reason 
why Shetland is renowned as a wildlife para¬ 
dise. Bobbing alongside fishing boats was a pair 
of black guillemots - rare on the mainland but 
ten-a-penny on Shetland. 

The land is magically free of the noise that 
dominates the mainland, with the fluting calls 


of moorland birds and the mournful wailing of 
curlews creating a constant, tuneful backdrop. 

After sampling locally-caught fish at haunted 
Busta House Hotel we headed by boat for Unst 
at Shetland’s northern tip to Muckle Flugga - 
the UK’s most northerly lighthouse. 

The isolated rocky coast is a magnet for 
seabirds. Puffins whizzed past our tiny boat, 
while black guillemots, known locally as tysties, 
and razorbills clattered into the sea. 

Back on dry land, we walked to the edge of 
the sea-cliffs on the Hermaness nature reserve 


for a different perspective on Shetland’s 
nesting seabirds. 

The great skua is known to birders across 
the UK by its Shetland name - bonxie - the 
ASBO kid of the bird world. 

We tried to work out the safe distance to 
stand to watch a female on her nest. 

In seconds she turned a coal-black eye on 
us, screamed and launched off the ground. 
Suddenly the air was a rush of talons, feath¬ 
ers and the screams of terrified tourists. 

We retreated to the cliff-edge to watch the 
more friendly puffins feeding their young. 

“Ladies and gentlemen, killer whales!” 
said our guide, Brydon Thomason, drawing 
our attention to the vast, flat expanse of the 
North Sea beyond the cliff-edge. 

Looking through Brydon’s telescope, I 
could see about nine killer whales dipping 
and shying into the waves. 

The sight was electrifying - to witness 
huge predators in their element was extra¬ 
ordinary, typifying what a trip to Shetland 
is all about. 

We retreated to sample more local 
seafood, swilled down with Shetland beer 
from the Valhalla Brewery on Unst. 

Tourism on Shetland feels like an after¬ 
thought, with a lack of quality restaurants 
and accommodation, but the incredible nat¬ 
ural spectacle on offer makes this a world- 
class tourist destination in its own right.

Who's online checking 
the cost of your home? 

DESPITE tumbling house values, people 
across the UK are obsessed by the cost of 
real estate, according to a recent survey. 

And the ready availability of property 
news across the internet is one of the 
ways people fuel their obsession. 

Almost seven in 10 look at property 
online, even when they are not in the 
market to move house, the study found. 

The poll also revealed 12 per cent of 
homeowners confessed they used the 
internet to check the value of property 
belonging to friends and neighbours. 

On average, five per cent said they 
wanted to know what colleagues’ homes 
were worth, too. 

Those aged 25 to 34 were the most fix¬ 
ated on property prices, with eight in ten 
regularly looking at homes for sale even 
if they had no intention to buy. 

They were also the nosiest age group, 
with more than one in six (17 per cent) 
checking the price of friends’ homes and 
one in eight (13 per cent) investigating 
colleagues’ properties. 

In this age group, 63 per cent said they 
looked out of curiosity, while 29 per cent 
wanted to gauge a good time to move. 

The survey of 1,399 subjects by an 
independent research company found on 
average people spent 55 minutes per 
month looking online at property. 

The poll also found one in 10 logged on 
to see how their house was doing in 
investment terms. 

HCA initiative aims to 
get investors onboard 

THE Homes and Communities Agency 
(HCA) has set up a new initiative to 
encourage investors such as pension 
funds into the private rented sector. 

The Private Rented Sector Initiative 
(PRSI) aims to provide an opportunity 
for low-risk investment. 

It will target unsourced investors, such 
as overseas investors and pension funds, 
in a bid to “kick-start stalled schemes 
and lead to a significant increase in 
high-quality new homes for rent”. 

Sir Bob Kerslake, chief executive of the 
agency, said: “To date, achieving scale 
has been one of the main barriers to 
attracting institutional investors into 
the housing sector. 

“We believe there is an opportunity 
now for the HCA to work with develop¬ 
ers and housebuilders to offer a pipeline 
of projects for the PRSI, which could 
eventually result in a positive outcome 
for all stakeholders.” 



Homes more affordable 
for UK first-time buyers

HOME affordability for first-time 
buyers - known as FTBs - has 
improved “substantially” since 
2007, according to the Halifax 
review of the market. 

This takes into account the prospects of 
people who are looking to join the first rung of 
the housing ladder in the next month or so. 

The survey was released earlier this month 
and is seen as a key barometer of how the 
market is looking. 

It examined the average earnings and the 
average cost of first-time homes in areas, 
dividing them up by local authority. 

It found that the number of areas where the 
average price paid by an FTB was affordable 
increased to 21 per cent. 

This compared with just six per cent in the 
third quarter of 2007. 

Therefore the number of local authorities in 
the UK where housing was affordable to FTBs 
more than trebled in the last 18 months, with 
the house-price-to-eamings ratio now lower 
than it has been for six years, down 26 per cent 
since the summer of 2007. 

The proportion of disposable income used to 
pay for a mortgage also decreased, which the 
Halifax attributed to falling house prices 
teamed with low interest rates. 

Improvement 

Martin Ellis, housing economist at Halifax, 
said: “There has been a marked improvement 
in housing affordability for potential first-time 
buyers in many parts of the UK over the past 
18 months. 

“This trend continued in the first three 
months of 2009. The significant reductions in 
house prices, relative to average earnings, has 
resulted largely from the decline in house 
prices since the autumn of 2007. 

“As a result, housing is at its most affordable, 
on this key measure, for more than six years.” 

Despite the improvement in affordability, 
the number of FTBs is still at a very low level, 
according to the survey. 

And although things are set to get better, 
according to analysts who have studied the 
recent trends, this may not be for some time. 

Mr Ellis added: “Conditions in the housing 
market are likely to be tough during the rest of 
2009 despite improvements in affordability. 

“Increasing unemployment, low consumer 
confidence and the effects of the continuing 
dislocation of the financial markets on the 
availability of mortgage finance are all likely 
to exert downward pressure on the market. 

“House prices are expected to decline again 
in 2009. Prospective first-time buyers should 
factor the likelihood of further house price falls 
into their calculations when deciding whether 
or not to buy.”

scrap their old car in exchange for a new 
one, Vauxhall is offering extra cash/cash¬ 
backs and zero per cent finance in certain 
cases. A British-built Astra Life 1.4 hatch¬ 
back, for instance qualifies for a total sav¬ 
ing of £5,870, while the sought after Corsa 
(pictured) supermini range qualifies for 
nought per cent finance for three years. 



Citroen's surefooted 
recession-buster MPV 

FOR motorists wrong-footed by reces¬ 
sion, Citroen says it offers a “surefooted 
response” - the Nemo Multispace. 

This capacious 60+mpg, sub £10,000 
family recession-buster MPV emits just 
119g/km in C02 emissions and comes 
with a further sweetener: would-be cus¬ 
tomers can part exchange their pre-2000 
registered car through Citroen’s £2,000 
‘Scrappage Incentive’ and drive away a 
new Nemo for just £7,995. There is just 
the choice of a 1.4-litre petrol or diesel 
engine and one generous trim level.

Chevy's epic proportions 
hide some epic surprises 


CHEVY’S family car contender 
matches its name - the Epica has 
epic proportions and surprises in 
equal measure. 

At first glance it seems a ponderous and 
clumsily finished ‘Yank Tank’, but closer 
inspection shows it is better than that and, 
like all Chevys for the UK, comes from Korea. 

The big surprise is handling. The Epica is 
some way from the classic big Yank ‘sedan’ 
that comers like a spongy bedstead. It can still 
deliver the comfort preferred by the US mar¬ 
ket, but makes a decent fist of country lanes 
even if it will never be a sportster. 

In any case, with list prices from just above 
£14,000 - and local dealers have new cars 
available for less than 11 - it is wrong to pitch 
the Chevy against the state-of-the-art Ford 
Mondeo or the Epica’s more upmarket General 
Motors’ stablemate, the Vauxhall Insignia. 

Instead, it should be judged and voted tops 
against other US and Korean rivals such as 
the Chrysler Sebring and Dodge Avenger and 
the Kia Magentis and Hyundai Sonata. 

Don’t bother with the six-cylinder 2.0-litre

petrol entry option though - most buyers go 
for the four-pot 2.0-litre diesel tested here. 

It is smooth with the low and mid-range 
punch needed for this big wagon and yet 
impressively economical, making the car a 
favourite with taxi operators and the caravan 
set, rather than image-conscious private buy¬ 
ers and company car executives. 

Cabin quality is better than small Chevys on 
the market and even quite luxurious, with a 
functional layout. Leather seats on our flag¬ 
ship LT model felt smart and comfortable with 
rear passengers getting acres of space and a 
sizeable armrest to lounge against. It is a bit 
like taking your sofa on the road and only 
seems to be lacking a drink cabinet. 

The seat backs also flop forward to allow 
long items to be carried, though the boot itself 
is immense 

In Chevy fashion, standard kit is generous: 
junior LS trim brings air con, cruise control, 
electric windows all round, alloys, leather cov¬ 
ered steering wheel, powered mirrors and an 
MP3 sound input. My main complaint was the 
slightly vague five-speed manual gearbox on 
the diesel test car - the six-speed auto ‘box 
could be the better buy.

OPEN-TOP motors are a good way to dispel the gloom of recession and prices have eased too as some hard-pressed buyers seek to 
liguidate rolling assets. That extends even to the growing breed of folding hardtop or 'coupe convertible' (CC) models that offer better 
looks and security. This week's used buys feature two of this type, but also check out the Mazda MX-5, available in classic ragtop or CC 
format and the car that did more than any other to make Britain a top market for convertibles - despite the weather. 



NOW into its third generation, the original MX-5 was inspired by classic 
British Triumph, MG and Lotus sports cars and given Japanese reliabili¬ 
ty. Sometimes criticised for a lack of outright power, the MX-5 is more 
famous for its beautifully balanced handling. Models hold their value 
well, although an influx of 'Eunos' used imports from Japan drove down 
prices for the Lotus-lookalike Mkl and the latest Mldll offers beefier 
looks and the most creature comforts, if you can stretch the budget. 


VAUXHALL surprised everybody with the success of the original Astra 
convertible and followed up with the brilliant Astra TwinTop - the name 
inspired by the electronic folding metal roof. Both four-seaters are good 
looking with roof up or down and the TwinTop is a particularly good 
achievement when so many of its coupe convertible rivals look ungainly 
or 'boot heavy'. As with many 'chopped' hatchback convertibles, there is 
some body flex on both models, but don't let this break a deal. 


MERCEDES pioneered new generation folding metal roof convertibles 
with the SLK in the 1990s, but Peugeot brought the type to the mass 
market with the big-selling and plentiful 206CC. Based on the French 
margue's 206 hatchback and biggest seller ever, the 206CC even had 
two seats in the back although it should never be considered anything 
more than a 2+2. While relatively affordable, there have also been 
reliability problems with the temperamental roof mechanism.

DEFENDER Ashley Brown was 
the big winner at Faversham 
Town’s annual presentation night 
after picking up three awards. 

The young centre-back, 18, 
who progressed into Justin 
Luchford’s first-team from the 
club’s under-18s at the start of 
the season, was the stand-out 
performer and won a string of 
awards at the weekend’s presen¬ 
tation night, held at Town’s 
Salters Lane ground. 

Brown, who has been put 
on contract at Salters Lane, 
picked up the Manager’s Player, 
Players’ Player and Supporters’ 


Player of the Year, to cap off a 
superb season. 

The 2008/2009 campaign saw 
the first-team finish in fourth 
place, their best league position 
for 17 years, while the reserve 
side narrowly missed out on pro¬ 
motion to Division Two of the 
Kent League. 

The biggest success of the sea¬ 
son, however, has to be the club’s 
under-18 side who ended the 
season as champions of the Kent 
Youth League’s Southern 


Division under the stewardship 
of manager Ray Turner. 

Steffan Wall picked up the 
Golden Boot with 18 goals for 
the under-18s. Jamie Sparks 
and Taylor Johansen won 
Supporters’ Player of the Year, 
while Richard Pennell was pre¬ 
sented with the Manager’s 
Player of the Year award by 
boss Turner. 

Damian Abel’s 24 goals won 
him the Golden Boot for the first- 
team, while Shane Hamshare 
picked up an award for his con¬ 
sistent performances throughout 
the season.

Lack of speed prevents 
Shakey doing Italian job 


SHANE Byrne criticised his own 
performance after a disappointing 
display in the fifth round of the 
World Superbike Championship at 
the famous Monza circuit. 

The Sheppey rider went into the round 
full of confidence after securing his first race 
win since October, by winning an Italian 
Superbike Championship race at Monza just 
a week before. 

Once again, Byrne struggled to get up to 
speed in qualifying and missed out on the 
battle for pole position. The reigning British 
Superbike champion was hampered by elec¬ 
trical problems on his Ducati and only man¬ 
aged to secure 15th on the grid.

He said: “I don’t know what happened but 
the bike had a problem. I’m really sorry 
because I know I could’ve improved my time 
and fight for the top eight spots in the third 
session of the Superpole. 

“Unfortunately, we keep having inci¬ 
dents during practice and this prevents us 
from tackling the race from a better start¬ 
ing position.” 

The first race didn’t go to plan for Byrne, 
but he managed to escape the carnage at the 
tight first corner chicane, which saw the race 


stopped. Byrne did well from the restart and 
picked up a couple of positions, but he soon 
fell down the field and eventually finished in 
14th place, earning two points. 

Byrne’s race one disappointment was 
compounded in the final race of the day, as 
he finished outside the points in a lowly 
18th position. 

He said: “My morale is shattered. I did 
know that it would be hard to score a good 
result on this track, but I was expecting a 
better performance on my part. Now I just 
have to forget everything and try to improve 
with help from the crew starting this week.” 

Byrne will be hoping his form will improve 
at the next round of the World Superbike 
Championship at Kyalami, in South Africa, 
on Sunday.
